DEATH OF J. 8. BRISCO 


The Carlisle Patriot of August 26 
contains a long account of a riding 
accident which resulted in the death 
ef John Spencer Brisco, who came to 
Calgary some seven years ago and 
was well known as a rancher and as 
proprietor of the Alberta Tannery, in 
which he invested a _ considerable 
amount of capital, The Patriot's ac- 
count of the accident says: 

“Mr. Brisco was a passionate lover 
of horses and spent a good deal of his 
time amongst them. On Wednesday 
he attended Welton Show, and rode a 
bay mare belonging to Mr. E. Jack 
son, of Thursby, in the jumping com 
petitions, After the show he set out 
to ride home on the mare The 
animal was restive, and it is surmised 
that soon after he left Welton, it 
bolted. At all events the mare. Wis 
scen galloping down the road at a 
great speed, There is a very awk- 
ward turn, at right angles, where the 
Welton road joins the road from 

‘ Dalston to Rose Castile, and in taking 
this the horse came down, and Me. 
Brisco was thrown with great violence 
to the ground. William Sirong, who 
was breaking stones at the place, 
ran to his assistance, and held his 
head until Mr. G. A. Mounsey- 
Heysham and Mr. George Stordy, 
who were returning from the show, 
drove up. Mr. Mounsey-Heysham 
and Mr. Stordy at once saw that Mr. 
Brisco’s injuries were serious, and 
sent messengers to Dalston and Wel- 
ton for doctors, in the meantime 
doing all they could to alleviate the 
injured gentleman's sufferings. Dr. 
Moffat and Dr, Doughty quickly ar- 
rived, and Mr. Briseo, who was quite 
conscious, was carried on a gate to an 
adjoining coiiage, where, on examin- 
ation, the doctors found that he was 
suffering om severe cuts and 
bruises avout the head and face, and 
a fracture of the left arm, The doc- 
tors set the arm and stitched the 
cuts and late at night, after consult 
ation with Mr, Hylton Brisco, per- 
sonally took Mr. Briseo to the infir- 
mary. ‘The patient suffered no il) 
effects from the journey, and at half 
past two o'clock in the morning was 
apparently going on all right, but 
shortly after six he became suddenly 


ANGLO-SAXON AMERICA 
An English Pstimate 
British Btood, 


The ethos, morale and natural charac 
teristics of the republic are distinctly 
Andlo-Saxon—quite as distinctly as are 
those of the United Kingdom, The best 
way of determining the distinguishing 
*haracteristics of a nation are to observe 
(1) the men who rule it, Jead it and re- 
jresent it, (2) ite religious proclivitics, 
(8) the system of Jaw under which it 
lives, (4) 1ts literature Now, we claim 
that in all these respects America is over 
whelmingly Anglo-Saxon. ‘Take the 
names of men who have ruled America 
in the past and who rule her now, Every 
one of them has the true English ring, 
Are not Washington, Lincoln, Garfield, 
Kinglish names? Take the names of the 
Presidents from the foundation of the re 
public—Washington, Adams, Jefferson, 
Madison, Monroe, Adams, Jackson, They 
are quite as English as those of our own 
Premiers. In the whole list the only 
name which is not English, or Scotch, or 
irish is Van Buren, a Knickerbocker 
trom New York. But no one seriously 
puts Van Buren among the great men of 
the republic. 

This is ancient history? Not a bit of 
it, Look at the men who rule America 
today. The President is Mr. McKinley, 
the Vice-President is Mr, Hobart. The 
Secretary of State was Mr. Sherman and 
is Mr. Day. The Secretary of the Tress 
ury is Mr. Gage. The Secretaries of War 
and the Navy are Mr, Alger and Mr. 
Long. ‘The Secretary of the Interior is 
Mr. Cornelius Bliss, But it is not neces 
sary to gc on; not a single member of the 
Cabinet has a foreign name, If we con- 
sider the question of religion, we shall at 
once have to admit that the religious 
complexion of America is distinctly and 
intensely Anglo-Saxon—too Anglo-Saxon, 
assert many of the roligious critics. Look 
next at American law, Throughont the 
Union the common law of England t¢ the 
law of the Jand. In only one Stato, 
Louisiana, its principles do not hold; and 
ae our legal readers will remember, that 
great jurist, Chief Justice Marshall, laid 
it down that the common law of Eng- 
land is part of the law of the United 
States. The Courts of Michigan are more 
Anglo-Saxon than those of Edinburgh. 

Lastly, the literature of America te 
distinctly Anglo-Saxon. What could be 
more Anglo-Saxon, or more ‘right Eng: 
lish’? than Fenimore Cooper, Longfellow, 
Lowell? The statement is as true of the 
living as of the dead. Howells, for cx- 
ample, in spite of his literary system, is 
intunse Anglo-Saxon in feeling. It is, 
however, not necessary to labor the point. 
As Carlyle said, we are all subjects of 
King Shakespeare. As long as the Amert- 
cans acknowledge their allegiance, and, 
in truth, none could be more loyal, there 
ean be no doubt as to thelr Knglishry It 
takes an Anglo Saxon—i.c., one who has 
been brought up to spenk Kngli¢h from a 
child, and whose father and moter 
thought in English—to appreciate Shakes- 
peAre properly, The Germans may write 
far more learned treatises on Shakes- 
peare’s use of the intinitive than we do 
er can, and may reize a dozen new 
points in Hamlet's soul, but they do not 
appreciate the poet as does the trus 
Anglo-Saxon, Only an Amertean or an 
Englishman can read ‘Henry IV"’ and 
“Henry V" and feel the bleod tingling 
in his veins or his sides shaking with 
laughter, That is our history, our poetry, 
our life, and no other rare can nader 
stand it and love if as we Jo. At this 
very momen? i¢ is an American editor 
and American publishers, Mr Furnes: 
and Messrs, Lippincott (good Anglo 
Saxen names both), who are publishing 
the most exhaustive collection of Shakes 
peare'’s plays ever given to the world.<

All Germans Go to the Opera. 
“The opera begins in Dresden at 7 
o’clock and closes at 10,'’ writes Lilian 
Bell from Berlin to The Ladies' Home 
Journal. ‘'The best seats are absurdly 
cheap, and whole families, whole 
echools, whole communities, I should 
tay, go there together. Coming straight 
from Paris, from the theatrical, viva 
cious, enthusiastic French audiences, 
this first German audience seemed seri- 
ous, thoughtful, appreciative, but un 
enthusiastic.

They 
bever interrupt a scene, oreven a mu 
sical phrase, with misplaced applause 
Their appreciation is slow, but hearty, 
and always worthily disposed.

The German drama is cleuner, the fam- 
ily tie ie made much of, sentiment ia 
epcouraged instead of being ridiculed, as 
it too often isin America, but the Ger- 
man point of view of Americans is quite 
as much distorted as the French. ‘T'nat 
statement is severe, but true. It would 
be utterly impossible for the Americau 
girlto be more exquisitely misunder 
stood than by French and German wen."

made by Dr. Miquel, a Freuch biologist.

depth of teu inches and was found to 
@ontain 6,500,000 microbes per gram 
It was then dried for twodays in a tem 
perature of 40 degrees centigrade, when 
i¢ was found that the number bad da. 
creased to about 4,000,000 per gram 
The dnet was then hermetically sealed 
and pnt away in @ dark corner of the 
laboratory. On opening the tubes after 
a lapse of 16 years it was found that the 
dirt still contained 8,600,000 microbes 
per craw. Fiom the surviving bec 
teria the tetanus microbe was isolated, 
sud 60 wonderful was its vitality that 
it caused death in guinea pigs after an
